That It Max Lead to Demands From 


Other Nations' Especially Ger- 


many. 


Wa.shi'ifjton, 
Dec. 2!).--Considerable 


opposition is developing to the ratifi- 
cation ot the Cuban treaty. It is not 
talcing ciuite the form the opposition 
to Cuban leplblation took last spring, 
but it is sufficient In substance to elv« 
concern to the friends of the treaty, 
From time to time, as opportunity of- 
feis, the president is discussing the 
matter with 
senators, 
particularly 


those known to have objected to the 
enactment of the legislation extending 
tariff concessions to the Cuban repub- 
lic. Several weeks ago it appeared the 
treaty would be ratified without difti- 
cu'.ty; but some senators now are tak- 
ing as 
sttong 
grour.us 
against the 


treaty as they took against the legis- 
lation proposed at the lust session of 
' ongress. These senators are of two 
classes, those who are opposed on 
principle of any "taiift tinkering" and 
those who represent the states whose 
products may be affected by conces- 
sions extended to Cuba. 


The senators of the first class might 


be induced to support the treaty, inas- 
much as it does not involve, in their 
views, an attack on the system of pro- 
tection, were it not for the impression 
the ratification of the 
Cuban 
treaty 


may lead to a 
demand 
from other 


countries that they, too, will be ac- 
corded special tariff concessions* It 
has been indicated to the president 
that in event of ratification oi the 
Cuban treaty, a demand may be ex- 
pected from Germany within thirty 
days for concessions similar lo those 
accorded Cuba. The most distinct de- 
sire of the German 
emperor, it is 


pointed out, is for the extension of the 
foreign commerce of his emphe. He 
of course, regards Cuba as a nation 
foreign to the United States, and so 
far as that point is concerned, on all 
fours with Germany. 


If the tariff concessions are granted 


Cuba, Germany, under the most fav- 
ored nation cause, will request she be 
given similar concessions. That request 
may take the form, almost of a demand. 
If it is not granted, the <wr is ex- 
pressed Germany1 may Initiate legisla- 
tion that will be inimicable to the in- 
dustrial development of this country, 
as far as Germany Is concerned, even 
if it should not curtail American coin- 
meico already established in Germany 
and its possessions. 


The same argument is applied to 


other countries. 


Today the president had a conference 


vvitli Senator Scott, of West Virginia, 
during which they discussed the rec- 
iprocity question. Senator Scott is de- 
sirous that nothing should he done 
that in the end might result in any 
concession on the part of the United 
States from its present tariff policy. 


The president, it is undeistood, be- 


lieves the pending treaty with Cuba 
will be ratified. He desires H should 
be ratified as promptly as possible 
and with us little friction as may be. 
He se"S in the proposed ratification 
no possible assault on the tariff sys- 
tem of this country, and bulievef. it 
v.-nuld be simply a ledemption of prom- 
ise, direct or implied, made the Cuban 
people. In this view, the president ;s 
supported by a large majority of re- 
public an senators. While some trouble 
is anticipated 
in 
effecting ratifica- 


tion of the treaty, it is believed gen- 
erally that lalilication will not be de- 
layed seiiously.
